This paper is in response to the Office action dated May 7, 2002. 

REMARKS 

In the outstanding Office action, pending claims 14-28 and 34-38 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 103 as being unpatentable over WO 94/01 124. In rejecting the claims, the Examiner 



indicated that the WO 94/01 124 patent teaches the use of the claimed transforming growth factor 
for the treatment of cataract. It is respectfully submitted, however, that WO 94/01 124 actually 
teaches away from the subject matter claimed in the present application. WO 94/00124 discloses 
a method for the treatment of ophthalmic disorders which involves application of an effective 
amount of TGFp to the affected region, whereas the method recited in the pending claims of the 
present application involve administrating an effective amount of an inhibitor of TGFp. 
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Therefore, it is respectfully submitted that claims 14-28 and 34-38 are not obvious in view of - "y> 
WO 94/01 124 and that they should be allowed over the cited art. j 

Applicant has attempted to completely respond to the outstanding Office action. In view 
of the above remarks, it is respectfully requested that the present application be allowed and 
passed to issue.
